4 have made, during the year, fifty-one half: day visits upon the schools 
of the town; but being called from the state before ihe last terms 


closed in ane of the districts, I engaged the Rev. J. D. Tiltoa to 


make for these, the final visitations. The schools have been quiet, and, 


for the most part, reasonably successful. No cases of *trouble” have 
Deen reported to me as requiring any official interference. in thorough- 
ness of mental drill, effectiveness of discipline, and the avoidance ot 


loose, ‘‘loiling,” indifferent habits, both of bodily and mental action on 
the part of the pupils, our schools would compare quite unfavorably with 
the schools in our New England cities; yet. very favorably with those 


of the ‘*Pine Barrens” in South Carolina, - 


We find, therefore, much room for improvement in the general ap- 
pearance and real condition of these schools; while, in another point 


_of view, we may be thankful they are no worse. - Their standard of ex- 
‘cellence may be greatly raised; or it might be deploraby lower than it 


is. The attempt to introduce calisthenic exercises, especially in the 
summer terms or when the schools are composed of small pupils. after 


the manner of the best primary schools in our cities, should be regard- 


ed with favor rather than contempt. Anything to break up the lounging 


listlessness of our pupils, and help them to show, singly or simultane- 


ously, a prompt, soldier-like bearing, in ‘‘position”, or movements, in 


their seats, or about the school room, should meet with our approval, 


‘Regulations to promote habif& of carefulness or to prevent slight, un- 


necessary noises, as the dropping of pencils, scuffling of feet, or graz- 


ing of slates upon the beaches (many of which are quite good sound- 


ing boards) are worthy of commendation. 


Thoroughness and dicfavienese in hehe is taught and “ietened sh 
be more generally aimed at by teachers and scholars. Ideas should | be 
well defined, thoroughly mastered, and clearly expressed. ‘In some a 
our schools the tone of voice should be improved by teachers an ( 
taught. It should also be remembered that there-are three factors 
the making up of a ‘‘good school”; not only "good teachers” an¢ 
‘‘sood pupils”, but ‘good parents” as well, who themselves take a 
interest in the education of their children, without being. unduly” ni 
dlesome, and are not unreasonable in their criticisms — ‘and demand: 
The ‘‘Historical Maps of Sanbornton”, properly mounted, have bee 
suspended the past year, in all the school- houses of the town. ~The ose 
taken in connection with the State maps, and, if possible, as ‘in D s 
No. 11, (the best furnished with maps of any in town) with s simila 
delineations ofour whole country, the continent, or the globe, “may 
made very useful to young beginners in geography. Jt will help 
little folks wonderfully to be able to find their own. school-house 
dwellings, roads travelled over, and the waters and lands boundi 
their own town,,—which are often in sight as they look out of doors.- 
all represented upon the map before their eyes in the school-roor 
This is according to the best approved methods of normal instructii 
at the present day, as brought out in the late ‘*Teachers’ Indtitute” 4 7 
Laconia.
